The Coalcon organization, which is

Ohio has six of 16 sites being con­ 
sidered, with a decision expected by 
Jan. I. They are in Belmont, Jefferson, 
Scioto, and Monroe counties.

U.S. To Veto 
Vietnams' Bid 


UNITED NATIONS, N.Y. (AP) - 
The United States is expected to veto 
applications for U.N. membership 
today by North and South Vietnam in 
retaliation for the Security Council’s 
refusal to consider a sim ilar bid by 
South Korea. 
The General Assembly cannot admit 
any country to the United Nations 
without a recommendation from the 
council. 
Diplomats predicted that both votes 
would be 13 in favor, I abstention and I 
against, with Costa Rica abstaining 
and the United States vetoing. 
The council voted Wednesday to 
include the Vietnams’ membership 
applications on its agenda but ex­ 
cluded South Korea’s. State Depart­ 
ment spokesman Robert Anderson has 
said that if South Korea’s application 
were rejected, the United States would 
veto the bids by North and South Viet­ 
nam. 
The two V ietnam s applied for 
membership 2Vz months after the April 
30 fall of the U.S.backed Saigon 
regime.

LOS ANGELES (AP) — Form er 
President Richard M. 
Nixon 
has 
signed a contract to do a “no holds 
b a rre d ” series of television in­ 
terviews, David Frost says. 
Frost would not disclose the price 
tag agreed to by Nixon. 
In a press conference Sunday, the 
British interviewer said Nixon agreed 
to discuss the events, collectively 
dubbed W atergate, which led to his be­ 
coming the first U.S. president to 
resign his office. 
Although no arrangem ents have 
been m ade yet to air the interviews on 
American television, Frost said the 
four 90-minute program s would be dis­ 
tributed to stations throughout the 
world. 
“ No subject, including W atergate, 
has been barred” Frost said. 
He estim ated that W atergate would 
consume about a quarter of the 20 
taping sessions to be held. He did not 
say when they would start. 
Spokesmen for the CBS and ABC 
television networks indicated they 
would not be interested in buying the 
interview. 
NBC, which could not be reached for 
comment, had been bidding for the 
television rights to Nixon’s memoirs, 
but a network spokesman said last 
week NBC dropped out of the bidding 
at $700,000.

DETROIT (AP) — The FBI con­ 
tinued its search for Jimmy Hof fa 
today after a promising lead went 
nowhere. 
Bloodstains on the upholstery of a 
seized auto proved to be fish gore, a 
source close to the investigation said 
Sunday. The FBI would not comment 
on the results of its chemical analysis. 
Meanwhile the son of the missing ex- 
T eam sters boss, D etroit attorney 
Jam es P. Hoffa, said he hopes for a 
break in the case soon. 
“We are again running down many 
more leads which are coming in from 
all over the country,” he said. “Each 
piece is part of a puzzle which might 
lead to a solution of the abduction or 
whatever it is. 
“We’re encouraged by some of the 
information. We know a lot more than 
we did two days ago. 
We hope 
something will be breaking soon,” he 
said. It was his only public comment 


on the case all weekend. 
The 62-year-old Hoffa vanished 12 
days ago after telling his family he was 
going to a luncheon engagement with 
reputed 
M afia 
figure 
Anthony 
Giacalone and two other men. Hoffa’s 
car was found the next morning in the 
parking lot of the restaurant. No solid 
clue to his fate has yet surfaced pub­ 
licly. 
In predawn hours Saturday, FBI 
agents seized a car belonging to 
Giacalone’s son Joey. Hoffa’s foster 
son Charles “ Chuckie” O’Brien had 
told the FBI he borrowed the car and 
was driving it near the time and place 
where Hoffa dropped from sight. 
O’Brien said the car seat was stained 
with dripping blood from a thawing 40- 
pound salmon he delivered that day to 
T eam sters vice p resid en t R obert 
Holmes. 
A gents confiscated the ca r to 
determ ine whether it was involved in 


Hoffa’s disappearance. Sources close 
to the probe say O’Brien and Hoffa had 
a falling-out several months ago, and 
that O’Brien sided with Team sters 
p resident F ran k E. Fitzsim m ons, 
Hoffa’s bitter rival. 
Told of the report that his story 
about fish blood had been supported, 
O’Brien said, “That’s pretty good.” He 
said he would hold off further com­ 
ment until the FBI announces its 
findings officially. 
Investigators still favor the theory 
that Hoffa was kidnaped or killed to 
prevent his expected bid to regain the 
union presidency from Fitzsimmons. 
One theory under investigation is that 
gangsters killed Hoffa because they 
feared he would eliminate profitable 
dealings with the present Team ster 
hierarchy. No solid evidence has yet 
surfaced to support such theories, 
however. 
Fitzsimmons, interviewed in Dallas 


Saturday, said, “I have no idea where 
he is. I know nothing about what 
happened to him .”

IRA Truce

BELFAST, Northern Ireland (AP) 
— Irish Republican Army m ilitants 
warned that they would “reconsider” 
their sixmonth cease-fire after three 
persons died in a weekend of violence 
marking the fourth anniversary of 
internment. 
Angry mobs backed by sniper fire 
stoned British troops in a three-hour 
battle that erupted Sunday night in the 
Falls Road after the peaceful con­ 
clusion of the largest m arch in the 
province against the British policy of 
jailing suspected IRA g u errilla s 
without trial. 
At least 64 persons were injured and 
60 arrested. Authorities said there 
were 28 shooting incidents. 
P ro testan t and Catholic gangs 
clashed as the demonstrators headed 
home. Snipers then backed up youths 
who threw stones, bottles and tin cans 
at the troops. Vehicles were set on fire 
to block troop movements and shops 
were looted and burned. 
The arm y rushed in reinforcements 
in trucks and armored cars from 
barracks outside the city. Several 
hundred rounds were fired but no sol­ 
diers were hit. The army reported 
wounding five persons. 
The dead included a 4-year-old girl 
identified by local residents as Siobhan 
McCabe. She was gunned down when 
she was caught in the cross-fire when 
she tried to run across the road to her 
grandm other’s house in the Roman 
Catholic Falls Road district.

victims as Patrick Crawford, 15, a 
Catholic who died Sunday night after 
being shot in a separate incident on the 
grounds of the Royal Victoria Hospital 
near the Falls Road, and Martin 
McMenamy, a 17-year-old Catholic 
whose bulletridden body was found in 
Belfast early Saturday. 
The weekend deaths brought the 
total of lives lost in the province’s six 
years of sectarian violence to at least 
1,267.

Agriculture Department is ready ing 
its forecasts of the 1975 com crop and 
of other farm production, figures that 
will giv e some clues as to coming food 
prices for consumers. 
The department’s crop monitoring 
ex perts and forecasting economists 
planned to release the data after 
commodity trading ends today . This 
timing reduces disruption in markets. 
The com crop, key stone of the U.S. 
food supply , originally projected 
within a range of 5.7 billion to 6 .4 
billion bushels for harv est this fall, 
was estimated last month at 6 .05 
billion bushels. That would be a 30 per 
cent increase ov er last y ear’s weather- 
reduced production. 
The supply of com is a principal 
factor in the cost of feeding cattle, 
hogs, chickens and turkey s. That, in 
turn, influences the cost of meat to 
consumers. 
Agriculture Secretary Earl L. Butz 
has asked grain-ex porting companies 
to hold up on any further sales to the 
Sov iet Union until after the more up- 
todate picture of American supplies 
shown by today ’s report. 
The Sov iets hav e bought 9 .8 million 
tons of grain this y ear from the United 
States but are reported to need more. 
The Russians’ 1972 purchases of 19 
million tons of U.S. grain combined 
with sev eral other uncommon world 
economic factors to spark a rev ersal of 
the U.S. agricultural pattern from 
surplus and low food prices to relativ e 
scarcity and two y ears of food-price 
hikes of 14.5 per cent a y ear. 
The Agriculture Department has 
predicted a 6 to 8 per cent ov er-all 
increase in food prices this y ear, but 
other gov ernment officials hav e 
predicted higher lev els. 
Today ’s report was the first to 
prov ide an estimate of 1975 soy bean 
production. 
The department has been projecting 
a production range of 1.4 billion 
bushels of soy beans, a considerable 
increase ov er last y ear’s 1.23 billion 
but still below the 1973 bumper y ear 
when 1.55 billion bushels were har­ 
v ested. 
The recent Sov iet purchases hav e 
not included soy beans. 
Wheat production this y ear was 
estimated last month at 2.19 billion 
bushels, up 22 per cent from last y ear.

(AP) - Country 
music singer Hank Williams J r. was in 
fair condition today after suffering 
serious head injuries in a fall while 
hiking in the mountains. 
Williams had been listed in critical 
condition after the fall Saturday , but a 
spokesman at the Missoula Com­ 
munity Hospital said Sunday night his 
condition had improv ed and was 
stable. 
Williams, 26 , slipped on a snow field 
near the crest of the Continental 
Div ide and fell an estimated 500 feet. 
The incident occurred near Ajax Lake 
about 50 miles southwest of Butte. 
Gwendoly n Sue Williams said she 
thought her husband would hav e to 
remain in Missoula for three to four 
weeks. 
“ It’s a miracle he’s aliv e. There is no 
brain damage,” she said.

state law that became effectiv e today . 
Auditor Thomas E. Ferguson said he 
ex pected initially to add about 50 to his 
ex isting staff of nearly 300, and 40 
more later to keep closer track of 
welfare programs. 
Ferguson requested the new law 
because, until now, the statutes set a 
limit of 300 on a staff that has had 
increasing duties as new state, federal 
and local programs added to the au­ 
diting workload. 
His office is charged with the 
responsibility of checking the books of 
state and local gov ernments to guard 
against fraud and inefficiency . 
Ferguson also must audit programs 
such as welfare. 
This function, with the help of the 
new ex aminers, will inv olv e scrutiny 
of health care prov iders who bill the 
state for prescriptions and serv ices 
supplied welfare recipients. 
nWe hav en’t really been able to do 
much of this in the past because of the 


limitations on our funds and the funds 
of the welfare department,” Ferguson 
said. 
The state auditor is supposed to 
ex amine the books of the agencies and 
programs under his superv ision once 
ev ery two y ears. The present av erage 
is 2.6 y ears, but some sets of books 
hav en’t had a complete ex amination 
for as long as sev en y ears, Ferguson 
said. 
He cited as one ex ample of the 
auditing pileup the case of the office of 
the clerk of courts in Summit County , 
where shortages totaled more than 
$300,000. 
“ It took the ex aminers a y ear and a 
y ear to straighten out that mess,” said 
Ferguson. “ May be 40 other audits 
could hav e been done during that 
time.” 
Ferguson’s office receiv ed an in­ 
crease of about $5.5 million in its ap­ 
propriations for the biennium started 
J uly 1, part of it for use in financing the 
staff ex pansion.

WASHINGTON (AP) - The U.S. 
Court of Appeals ruled today that 
President Ford’s tariff of $2 per barrel 
on imported oil is illegal. The court 
said Congress has not delegated to the 
President the authority to impose such 
a tariff. 


The court ruling, in a 2-1 decision, 
was brought on by a lawsuit filed by 
the gov ernors of sev eral Northeastern 
states against the Federal Energy Ad­ 
ministration, which administers the 
tariff. 


Former President Richard M. Nix on 
had initiated a graduated scale of fees 
on imported oil in 1973 to replace the 
direct quotas which had limited im­ 
ports since 1959. 


Last February , President Ford 
imposed a tariff of $1 per barrel on 
crude oil in a bid to restrain the 
demand for imported oil which had 
quadrupled in price since Nix on’s 
moderate fee schedule. 


Ford added a second dollar-per- 
barrel tariff on crude oil in May , plus a 
tariff of 60 cents per barrel on im­ 
ported refined products. 
Ford’s tariffs hav e been estimated to 
increase the price of consumer 
petroleum products around three cents 
per gallon. 


Ford had held in reserv e a third 
round of oil tariffs, and Federal 
Energy Administrator Frank G. Zarb 
had talked recently of remov ing the 
present tariffs to counteract any in­ 
flationary ’ impact from the anticipated 
end of price controls on domestic oil.

New Crop 
Forecast 
Readied 


WASHINGTON 
(AP) 
- 
The 
Agriculture Department is readying 
its forecasts of the 1975 com crop and 
of other farm production, figures that 
will give some clues as to coming food 
prices for consumers. 
The department’s crop monitoring 
experts and forecasting economists 
planned to release the data after 
commodity trading ends today. This 
timing reduces disruption in markets. 
The com crop, keystone of the U.S. 
food supply, originally projected 
within a range of 5.7 billion to 6.4 
billion bushels for harvest this fall, 
was estimated last month at 6.05 
billion bushels. That would be a 30 per 
cent increase over last year’s weather- 
reduced production. 
The supply of com is a principal 
factor in the cost of feeding cattle, 
hogs, chickens and turkeys. That, in 
turn, influences the cost of meat to 
consumers. 
Agriculture Secretary Earl L. Butz 
has asked grain-exporting companies 
to hold up on any further sales to the 
Soviet Union until after the more up- 
todate picture of American supplies 
shown by today’s report. 
The Soviets have bought 9.8 million 
tons of grain this year from the United 
States but are reported to need more. 
The Russians’ 1972 purchases of 19 
million tons of U.S. grain combined 
with several other uncommon world 
economic factors to spark a reversal of 
the U.S. agricultural pattern from 
surplus and low food prices to relative 
scarcity and two years of food-price 
hikes of 14.5 per cent a year. 
The Agriculture Department has 
predicted a 6 to 8 per cent over-all 
increase in food prices this year, but 
other government officials have 
predicted higher levels. 
Today’s report was the first to 
provide an estimate of 1975 soybean 
production. 
The department has been projecting 
a production range of 1.4 billion 
bushels of soybeans, a considerable 
increase over last year’s 1.23 billion 
but still below the 1973 bumper year 
when 1.55 billion bushels were har­ 
vested. 
The recent Soviet purchases have 
not included soybeans. 
Wheat production this year was 
estimated last month at 2.19 billion 
bushels, up 22 per cent from last year.

of the welfare department,” Ferguson 
said. 
The state auditor is supposed to 
examine the books of the agencies and 
programs under his supervision once 
every two years. The present average 
is 2.6 years, but some sets of books 
haven’t had a complete examination 
for as long as seven years, Ferguson 
said. 
He cited as one example of the 
auditing pileup the case of the office of 
the clerk of courts in Summit County, 
where shortages totaled more than 
$300,000. 
“It took the examiners a year and a 
year to straighten out that mess,” said 
Ferguson.

Ju stices, su fferin g u n der the y o ke o f a 
heav y case lo ad, wo u ld p ermit 
themselv es to beco me in v o lv ed, bu t 
Chief Ju stice Harlan Fiske Sto n e in ­ 
sisted that the u se o f the co ld an d 
au stere marble halls is the Co u rt’s 
bu sin ess. 
Fo rtu n ately , Ju stice Felix Fran k­ 
fu rter kep t a can did diary . An d, also 
fo rtu n ately , Jo sep h P. Lash fo u n d it in 
the Co n g ressio n al library an d edited 
it in to a Felix Fran kfu rter bo o k fo r W. 
W. No rto n . 
All this was sev en y ears befo re 
Bro wn v . Bo ard o f Edu catio n o f 
To p eka en ded seg reg atio n , an d man y 
y ears befo re the first black man , 
Thu rg o o d Marshall, do n n ed a dark 
ro be to step u p to the hig hest co u rt. 
In his diary , Ju stice Fran kfu rter 
n o ted that the Co u rt secretaries — 
mo stly females — in itiated a Christ­ 
mas p arty in 1946. The law clerks p aid 
fo r a share o f the p arty . 
“The p ro sp o sal to hav e su ch a p arty 
was ag ain made this y ear,” he wro te, 
“bu t the law clerks — so me o f them, o r 
rather mo st o f them — felt stro n g ly 
that at least so me o f the co lo red em­ 
p lo y ees in the Co u rt sho u ld also be 
asked. 
“It seemed to the law clerks n o t to do 
so was n o t o n ly drawin g the co lo r lin e,

This p ro p o sal met with o p p o sitio n 
fro m the secretaries — p ro fessedly at 
least — an d p ro bably g en u in ely so as 
to so me — n o t o n the sco re o f racial 
discrimin atio n bu t fo r so cial reaso n s 
as it were — that the messen g ers are 
serv an ts, an d serv an ts fo r p ractical 
p u rp o ses o f the secretaries u n der 
who se directio n they wo rk.”

Guest List Decision 


At Christmas in 1947, the United 
States Supreme Court was engaged in 
a backstairs debate about who should 
be 
invited to the 
court clerks’ 
Christmas party. The question was , 
whether it was proper to invite the 
Court’s Negro messengers. 
It seems incredible that the nine 
Justices, suffering under the yoke of a 
heavy case load, would permit 
themselves to become involved, but 
Chief Justice Harlan Fiske Stone in­ 
sisted that the use of the cold and 
austere marble halls is the Court’s 
business. 
Fortunately, Justice Felix Frank­ 
furter kept a candid diary. And, also 
fortunately, Joseph P. Lash found it in 
the Congressional Library and edited 
it into a Felix Frankfurter book for W. 
W. Norton. 
All this was seven years before 
Brown v. Board of Education of 
Topeka ended segregation, and many 
years before the first black man, 
Thurgood Marshall, donned a dark 
robe to step up to the highest court. 
In his diary, Justice Frankfurter 
noted that the Court secretaries — 
mostly females — initiated a Christ­ 
mas party in 1946. The law clerks paid 
for a share of the party. 
“The prosposal to have such a party 
was again made this year,” he wrote, 
“but the law clerks — some of them, or 
rather most of them — felt strongly 
that at least some of the colored em­ 
ployees in the Court should also be 
asked. 
“It seemed to the law clerks not to do 
so was not only drawing the color line, 
but drawing the color line by the Court 
.. . This proposal met with opposition 
from the secretaries — professedly at 
least — and probably genuinely so as 
to some — not on the score of racial 
discrimination but for social reasons 
as it were — that the messengers are 
servants, and servants for practical 
purposes of the secretaries under 
whose direction they work.” 
The position of the secretaries was 
that hostesses do not invite their 
servants to parties; therefore Negro 
messengers should not attend. The 
secretaries voted not to go to the 
Christmas party. The clerks invited 
black messengers and other Negro 
employees. 
Tile High Court has a marshall who 
is in charge of the maintenance and 
use of rooms. He withheld permission 
to stage the party without permission 
of the Chief Justice 
Chief Justice Stone fell into the trap. 
Instead of handing the decision back to 
the marshal, the Chief Justice said he 
would have to “get a mandate” from 
the full Court. 
The nine august men sat around a 
conference table. Justice William 
Douglas whispered to Stone and asked 
to be excused. He left. 
Stone asked whether the Justices 
would instruct him to tell the marshal 
that the clerks had permission to invite 
anyone. He then called the names in

order of seniority. Justice Black said 
“yes” and nothing more. Reed said 
“yes.” 
Justice Frankfurter refused to vote, 
stating that the issue was not whether 
“colored people” should be allowed at 
a party, but whether the Court had any 
power over the guest list of a Christ­ 
mas party. “It seemed to me inad­ 
missible,” Frankfurter said, “or in­ 
tolerable that we should allow parties 
to be held in this building, that first 
require those who hold them to submit 
to us their list of guests.”

Eyewitnesses agreed that the terrier 
was standing motionless in the street, 
plainly unaware of the approaching 
automobile. They also agreed that the 
driver had plenty of time to sound his 
horn, swing to one side, or at least slow 
down. 
But he did none of these things. 
Result: another canine casualty. 
Under these circumstances, could 
the owner of the terrier hold the 
motorist liable for damages? 
Indeed he could, a judge ruled later. 
The negligent destruction of a dog, 
said the judge, is no more justified 
than the negligent destruction of any 
other personal property. 
Nowadays this is the usual attitude 
of the courts. No longer does the law 
look upon dogs (as it once did) as 
creatues of no value. 
Nevertheless, in most of these cases, 
the owner cannot hold the driver liable 
because he cannot prove negligence. 
Thus: 
A motorist was returning home one 
evening when a neighbor’s 
dog sud­ 
denly dashed in 
front of his car. 
Although the dog was killed, a court 
ruled that the 
motorist was not 
responsible. The court said he could 
not have foreseen that “a dog would 
leap from the curb through 
the 
darkness into his path.” 
Furthermore, the law will make due 
allowance for the necessities of traffic. 
One case involved a motorist who hit a 
turkey that scampered into the high­ 
way. The farmer, claiming damages, 
said the motorist should have slowed 
down when he saw the turkey by the 
roadside—just in case. 
But the court said that would be 
showing too much deference to 
turkeys. 
“Their rights in the highway,” said 
the court, “must give way to the 
superior right of the travelling public 
to pass with reasonable freedom and 
rational speed. Highways are not built 
for fowls to stray in.”

For years, I have had devastating 
attacks of migraine. I’ve tried almost 
everything, but get at best only a bit of 
relief. 
Recently, I met someone who says 
he was cured of migraine by avoiding 
alcohol and cheese. Could this kind of 
allergy cause migraine? 
Mr. V. S., 111. 
Dear Mr. S.: 
There 
is 
no 
doubt 
about 
the 
relationship between some foods and 
migraine and vascular headaches. 
Recently, this question was an­ 
swered in the Journal of the American 
Medical Association by Dr. Donald J. 
Dalessio of the Scripps Clinic in La 
Jolla, Calif. 
His suggestions struck me as 
valuable and I transmit them to you 
and other readers who suffer from 
unaccountable attacks of migraine 
headache. 
Dr. Dalessio suggests that “Patients 
with migraine eat three well-balanced 
meals 
a 
day, 
and 
avoid 
an 
overabundance of carbohydrates at 
any single sitting.” 
If, by past experience, it is possible 
for you to establish a relationship 
between a particular food and your 
migraine you must, of course, 
eliminate it. 
Dr. Dalessio itemizes the following 


ideas: 
1) No alcohol, particularly red wines 
and champagnes. 
2) No aged or strong cheese, par­ 
ticularly cheddar cheese. 
3) Avoid chicken livers, pickled 
herring, canned figs, pods or broad 
beans and chocolate. 
4) Use monosodium glutamate 
sparingly. 
5) Avoid cured meats, such as hot 
dogs, bacon, ham and salami if there is 
the 
slightest 
suggestion 
that 
headaches are provoked by them. 
Trial and error is a difficult, but a 
worthwhile approach to this and other 
allergic problems. 


I just moved to an area where 
people, especially me, get bitten by 
catfish and stingrays.

Do you know how to relieve this 
pain?

Dear Mr. U.: 
Those who deal with this problem 
agree that the best way to relieve the 
pain is to quickly immerse the injured 
hand or foot in hot water.

Eddie Fisher Set 
For Comeback Bid 
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NEW YORK (AP) — Old Brown 
Eyes is back. That’s Eddie Fisher, 
explaining for anybody who missed the 
pre-rock 1950s, “I was a bobby-sox 
idol.” 
He had 22 recordings in a row 
become the No. I best-sellers in 
America. “That’s the most anybody 
ever had,” he says. And, just like they 
did for Old Blue Eyes, Frank Sinatra, 
the bobby-soxers screamed and 
fainted when Eddie Fisher sang. 
This year, Fisher, 46, is singing 
again. He has been to Las Vegas twice 
and will return soon. He has performed 
in New York City’s suburban areas. 
He’s booked all summer. Reviews say 
his voice is better than ever. 
Fisher agrees. He says he always 
wanted to sound like Ezio Pinza. His 
voice has lowered and he likes that 
better. 
The audience isn’t screaming and 
fainting any more. An older audience 
comes to hear him now, Fisher says, 
and he doesn’t mind that. “Their reac­ 
tion is very satisfying.” 
He says he’s singing only four or five 
of his hits, plus some contemporary 
songs and an Al Jolson medley. He 
says he’s going to add some more 
romantic ballads since that’s what the 
audience seems to want. 
Fisher has behind him some un­ 
defined bad days, which he lumps as 
“retirement” He says he isn’t broke. 
He bought a house in Jamaica and 
went to live there. “It got very boring 
being a beach bum. A man has to work 
and I don’t do anything but sing. If you 
don’t work, you’re dead, in my 
opinion.” 
He looks tan, fit and lean, his hair 
still crisply curly black, the old boyish 
grin slowly spreading across what has 
become a man’s face. 
The first time in Las Vegas, in 
February, Fisher says he was nervous. 
He hadn’t played there since 1969. The 
next time, he says, he felt at home. 
His brother Al, in the lighting and 
staging end of show business, is 
traveling with him now, producing his 
shows. Fisher, who has been married 
to Debbie Reynolds, Elizabeth Taylor 
and Connie Stevens, says the women in 
his life at the moment are Al’s 2-year- 
old daughter Julie, his daughter 
Carrie, who is studying at the Royal 
Academy of Dramatic Arts in London, 
and his mother in Philadelphia. “I 
haven’t been married in eight years. 
I’m looking — but not in show busi­ 
ness.” 
He and Miss Reynolds had two 
children. “Todd is in cinematography, 


electronic engineering and computers. 
He’s a genius. He didn’t want to go to 
school when he was a kid. He was in 
the shadow of Carrie.

Explosion, Blaze

CANTON, Ohio (AP) — An explosion 
and fire Sunday destroyed a northwest 
Canton warehouse, authorities said.

Three nearby houses and a parked 
car also received heat and smoke 
damage and Canton fireman Kenneth 
Brick was hospitalized for treatment 
of smoke inhalation. 
No cause for the blast and fire have 
been determined, but authorities said 
the explosion occurred after witnesses 
reported seeing two men running from 
the warehouse. 


Happy As A Bee 
In Soybeans 


CHICAGO (AP) — A University of 
Wisconsin scientist is conducting 
experiments to interest honeybees in 
pollinating soybean crops, and the 
result could be inexpensive hybrid 
soybeans to help feed the world. 
Prairie Farmer, a rural magazine, 
reports that Erie Erickson has been 
conducting bee pollination tests in 
caged soybean plots. Honeybees were 
thought to have little benefit for 
soybeans, a self-pollinated crop. But 
Erickson’s studies are showing that 
bees can increase soybean yields by as 
much as 16 per cent. 
He is now screening several hundred 
varieties and breeding lines of 
soybeans for their attractiveness to 
honeybees. Bees could help make 
hybrid soybeans a reality someday. 
Without bees, hybridization requires 
tedious, 
expensive 
and 
time­ 
consuming hand pollination.

Tuscarawas County. In Schoenbrunn Village, 


costumed craftspeople carry on life in the 19 
log cabins of this missionary community 
much as it was in 1772. 


The road to Tuscarawas County in 
northeastern Ohio is paved with 
variety. From the historic recon­ 
struction of Ohio’s first town, to a 
touch of Switzerland in festive 
Sugarcreek, the northeast offers 
plenty to see and do at a reasonable 
cost, for this year’s family vacation. 
Begin you journey back through 
time 
at 
Schoenbrunn 
Village, 
southeast of New Philadelphia on U.S. 
250. 
David Zeisburger, a Moravian 
missionary, founded Schoenbrunnin 
1772, for the purpose of educating and 
enlightening the Indians in the area. 
The town grew, and by 1775, a 
traveler, passing through the bustling 
village, described Schoenbrunn as “a 
pretty town, consisting of about 60 
houses, and built of logs and covered 
with clapboards.” 
Two years later, Schoenbrunn stood 
bleak and desolate. Frequent Indian 
attacks had caused the settlers to 
abandon their ‘‘pretty town”, and 
later, as a result of the growing 
hostility between the Indians and the 
white men, the entire village was 
destroyed. 
Today,* after major reconstruction 
by the Ohio Historical Society, the 
village stands as it once did in that 
brief time between 1772 and 1777. 
Come now, and wander through the 
church, the one-room schoolhouse, the 
large meetinghouse and trading post, 
or one of the other fourteen log 
buildings, each different in a r­ 
chitecture, that make up present day 
Schoenbrunn. 
Stop and watch as a costumed in­ 
terpreter demonstrates the art of 
candlemaking, or mat-weaving, or 
farming. Smell the delicious odors 
coming from a big, iron kettle, and 
stop by for a taste of whatever’s 
cooking. Schoenbrunn Village State 
Memorial is open 9 a.m. to 6 p.m., 
March through April, and through 
November from 9 a.m. to 6 p.m. 
Now that you’re acquainted with the 
history of Schoenbrunn, why not make 
a stop across the road to see Paul 
Green’s outdoor dramatization of 
Zeisburger’s turbulent story? 
“Trumpet in the Land” brings to life 
the history of Schoenbrunn, and 
Zeisburger’s 
struggle 
to 
bring 
Christianity to the Indians. 
Performances are held nightly 
(except Monday), July through Sep­ 
tember at 8:45 p.m. in the Schoen­ 
brunn Amphitheater, 3 miles east, off 
U.S. 250. It’s celebrating our nation’s 
birthday by attending Ohio’s official 
Bicentennial play. 
Then, if you’re looking for an offbeat 
way to beat the crowds, visit the 
miniature wonderland of Warther’s 
Museum. 
Located one quarter mile east of 1-77 
at the Dover-Sugarcreek exit, War­ 
ther’s Museum sits directly behind the 
house of Mr. Ernest Warther, 331 Karl 
Ave. Mr. Warther has created for 
children of all ages, a fantasy-land of 
miniature, hand-carved model trains, 
many of which actually operate. 
Models, handcarved from ivory, 
ebony, walnut and pearl trace the 
history of steam power from earliest 
times to the newest Union Pacific 
model. 
Spend some time to watch the John 
Bell, the first passenger train, puff 
along the tracks, or gaze at the in­ 
tricate design of lincoln’s Funeral 


Train, 
and 
even 
a 
miniature 
reproduction of the Dover Steel Mill, 
where Mr. Warther first worked. 
In addition, an excellent collection of 
Indian relics, including a handsome 
display of Indian arrowheads, is also 
open for viewing. 
Picnic and camping facilities are 
available at the site. The museum is 
open daily from 8 a.m. to 5 p.m. 
Children under 16 are admitted free. 
Camping is also available at Tall 
Timber Lake, three miles east of New 
Philadelphia on S.R. 39. A mecca for 
boaters and fishermen, the site also 
offers a playground, golf-course and 
minibike trails for those who want to 
unwind from a busy day of sightseeing. 
Finally, for a taste of Switzerland, 
right here in Ohi, come to the 
charming 
little 
community 
of 
Sugarcreek, located on S.R. 39 in 
Tuscarawas County. 
Wood-beamed store fronts and 
splashes of colorful flowers lend an 
Alpine air to this biggest Swiss cheese 
area in Ohio. 
Eighteen Swiss cheese factories are 
located within a ten-mile radius of 
Sugarcreek, keeping the area supplied 
with huge, round wheels of the nutty- 
flavored cheese. Located in the heart 
of Amish country, bearded men and 
sun-bonneted women in horse-drawn 
vehicles add to the atmosphere of the 
city.

A bill which substantially rev ises 
ado ptio n, child care and placement 
laws in Ohio passed the Ho use this 
week. 
Sub. H.B. 156 spo nso red b y Hep. 
Harry 
Lehman 
(Shaker 
Heights), 
requires so -called “ independent“ 
ado ptio ns to be co nducted thro ugh an 
agency autho rized to place children fo r 
ado ptio n. The ex ceptio ns to this 
pro cedure wo uld o nly be in cases o f 
ado ptio n by a legal guardian, step 
parent o r relativ e. The bill also co n­ 
tains a pro v isio n fo r an annual rev iew 
o f a child in the custo dy o f a public o r 
priv ate agency . 
Sub. H.B. 156 makes sev eral majo r 
changes in present law. Ex isting law 
pro v ides that a husband and wife can 
jo intly ado pt, o r a stepparent o r any 
o ther pro per perso n. The term “ pro per 
perso n” is no t defined under ex isting 
law. Sub. H.B. 156 wo uld replace these 
catego ries with specific catego ries o f 
perso ns who can ado pt: 
(1) A husband and wife to gether (o ne 
must be an adult). 
(2) An unmarried adult. 
(3) An unmarried father o f the 
perso n to be ado pted. 
(4) A married adult witho ut the 
o ther spo use jo ining under certain 
specified co nditio ns. 
Ex isting law also specifies that a 
petitio n to ado pt be filed in the co unty 
where the petitio ner resides, o r in 
which the child was bo m, has legal 
settlement, o r has beco me a public 
charge. The bill specifies that the 
petitio n be filed in the pro bate co urt in 
the Co unty in which the perso n to be 
ado pted was bo m o r resides, o r where 
the parent o r agency hav ing custo dy o f 
the child is lo cated. 
Sub. H.B. 156 rev ises that sectio n o f 
Ohio law relativ e to co nsent to ado pt. 
The bill wo uld dispense with co nsent : 
(1) 
Of 
a 
parent who , 
witho ut 
justifiable cause, fails to maintain and 
suppo rt o r co mmunicate with a mino r 
fo r at least 1 y ear immediately 
preceding the filing o f the petitio n. 
(2) Of a punativ e father who has no t 
filed a timely o bjectio n to the ado ptio n 
o r if he is fo und to hav e willfully 
abando ned the mo ther during her 
pregnancy . 
(3) Of a parent who se rights as a 
parent hav e been terminated by co urt 
o rder. 
(4) Of a parent who has giv en up his 
right to co nsent. 
(5) Of a legal guardian o f an in­ 
co mpetent parent o r o f the perso n to be 
ado pted who fails to respo nd in writing 
to a request fo r co nsent o r who is fo und 
by the co urt to be withho lding co nsent 
unreaso nably . 
(6 ) Of the spo use o f the perso n to be 
ado pted if the failure to co nsent is 
fo und by the co urt to be due to absence 
o r o ther circumstances making it 
impo ssible o r unreaso nably difficult to 
o btain co nsent. 
(7 ) Of a fo reign parent, guardian o r 
o ther custo dian if the perso n to be 
ado pted has been released fo r ado ptio n 
lawfully in that co untry . 
Sub. H.B. 156 also makes co n­ 


sid erab le ch an g es in th e law relativ e to 
ex ecu tio n an d with d rawal o f co n sen t, 
fin an cial d isclo su re, in v estig atio n s, 
an d d eg ree an d co u rt p ro ced u re. 
Th e ad o p tio n b ill is a co mp reh en siv e 
p iece o f leg islatio n with simp le p u r­ 
p o se — to u p g rad e Oh io ’s ad o p tio n 
laws in o rd er to p ro tect th e ch ild ren 
affected b y th em. Su b . H.B. 156 
ach iev es th at p u rp o se. 


A b ill aimed at en d in g 
cred it 
d iscrimin atio n in Oh io was v o ted o u t o f 
th e Ho u se In su ran ce, Utilities an d 
Fin an cial In stitu tio n s Co mmittee o n 
Th u rsd ay . Th e majo r in ten t o f H.B. 151 
is to p ro h ib it d iscrimin atio n in all 
fo rms o f cred it tran sactio n s o n th e 
b asis o f race, co lo r, relig io n , sex , 
marital statu s, n atio n al o rig in , o r 
an cestry . Th e b ill d efin es a n u mb er o f 
sp ecific u n lawfu l d iscrim in ato ry 
p ractices in th e cred it p ro cess. A 
majo r p ro v isio n in clu d ed in H.B. 1 51, 
wo u ld mak e it u n lawfu l d iscrimin ato ry ' 
p ractice fo r a p erso n in d ecid in g 
wh eth er to ex ten d mo rtg ag e cred it to a 
married co u p le o r eith er sp o u se, to 
refu se to co n sid er th e co mb in ed in ­ 
co me o f th e sp o u ses. 
H.B. 151 is ex p ected to co me b efo re 
th e fu ll h o u se fo r v o te b efo re th e 
week ’s en d . 


A bill spo nso red by Rep. To m Fries 
(Day to n) to establish an Osteo pathic 
Co llege o f Medicine at Ohio Univ ersity 
was passed by the Senate, 24 to 6 . The 
bill had met with Ho use Appro v al 
earlier this y ear by a v o te o f 9 0 to 4. 
H.B. 229 no w awaits the Go v erno r’s 
signature.

Osteo pathic 
phy sicians 
beco me 
general 
practio ners 
an d Ohio 
desparately needs family practice 
phy sicians, the establishment o f the 
Osteo pathic Co llege o f Medicine at 
Ohio Univ ersity represents a majo r 
step to wards ensuring family serv ice 
health care in Ohio .

170) hav e prio rity o n the agenda. The 
General Assembly ho pes to iro n o ut 
ex isting difficulties co ncerning bo th 
bills and send them to the flo o r fo r 
appro v al.

Ho wev er, inflatio n abro ad has 
pushed impo rters’ co sts abo v e tho se o f 
U.S. makers, and fo reign cars are no w 
mo re ex pensiv e per po und than 
American auto s.

D etroit Fights Against Foreign Car Invasion 


A bill which substantially revises 
adoption, child care and placement 
laws in Ohio passed the House this 
week. 
Sub. H.B. 156 sponsored by Rep. 
Harry 
Lehman 
(Shaker Heights), 
requires so-called “ independent” 
adoptions to be conducted through an 
agency authorized to place children for 
adoption. The exceptions to this 
procedure would only be in cases of 
adoption by a legal guardian, step 
parent or relative. The bill also con­ 
tains a provision for an annual review 
of a child in the custody of a public or 
private agency. 
Sub. H.B. 156 makes several major 
changes in present law. Existing law 
provides that a husband and wife can 
jointly adopt, or a stepparent or any 
other proper person. The term “ proper 
person” is not defined under existing 
law. Sub. H.B. 156 would replace these 
categories with specific categories of 
persons who can adopt: 
(1)A husband and wife together (one 
must be an adult). 
(2) An unmarried adult. 
(3) An unmarried father of the 
person to be adopted. 
(4) A married adult without the 
other spouse joining under certain 
specified conditions. 
Existing law also specifies that a 
petition to adopt be filed in the county 
where the petitioner resides, or in 
which the child was bom, has legal 
settlement, or has become a public 
charge. The bill specifies that the 
petition be filed in the probate court in 
the County in which the person to be 
adopted was bom or resides, or where 
the parent or agency having custody of 
the child is located. 
Sub. H.B. 156 revises that section of 
Ohio law relative to consent to adopt. 
The bill would dispense with consent: 
(1) 
Of a 
parent who, without 
justifiable cause, fails to maintain and 
support or communicate with a minor 
for at least I year immediately 
preceding the filing of the petition. 
(2) Of a puna ti ve father who has not 
filed a timely objection to the adoption 
or if he is found to have willfully 
abandoned the mother during her 
pregnancy. 
(3) Of a parent whose rights as a 
parent have been terminated by court 
order. 
(4) Of a parent who has given up his 
right to consent. 
(5) Of a legal guardian of an in­ 
competent parent or of the person to be 
adopted who fails to respond in writing 
to a request for consent or who is found 
by the court to be withholding consent 
unreasonably. 
(6) Of the spouse of the person to be 
adopted if the failure to consent is 
found by the court to be due to absence 
or other circumstances making it 
impossible or unreasonably difficult to 
obtain consent. 
(7) Of a foreign parent, guardian or 
other custodian if the person to be 
adopted has been released for adoption 
lawfully in that country. 
Sub. H.B. 156 also makes con- 


$ 


siderable changes in the law relative to 
execution and withdrawal of consent, 
financial disclosure, investigations, 
and degree and court procedure. 
The adoption bill is a comprehensive 
piece of legislation with simple pur­ 
pose — to upgrade Ohio’s adoption 
laws in order to protect the children 
affected by them. Sub. H.B. 
156 
achieves that purpose. 


A bill aimed at ending credit 
discrimination in Ohio was voted out of 
the House Insurance, Utilities and 
Financial Institutions Committee on 
Thursday. The major intent of H.B. 151 
is to prohibit discrimination in all 
forms of credit transactions on the 
basis of race, color, religion, sex, 
marital status, national origin, or 
ancestry. The bill defines a number of 
specific unlawful discriminatory 
practices in the credit process. A 
major provision included in H.B. 151, 
would make it unlawful discriminatory 
practice for a person in deciding 
whether to extend mortgage credit to a 
married couple or either spouse, to 
refuse to consider the combined in­ 
come of the spouses. 
H.B. 151 is expected to come before 
the full house for vote before the 
week’s end.

The exceptions to this 
procedure would only be in cases of 
adoption by a legal guardian, step 
parent or relative. The bill also con­ 
tains a provision for an annual review 
of a child in the custody of a public or 
private agency. 
Sub. H.B. 156 makes several major 
changes in present law. Existing law 
provides that a husband and wife can 
jointly adopt, or a stepparent or any 
other proper person. The term “ proper 
person” is not defined under existing 
law. Sub. H.B. 156 would replace these 
categories with specific categories of 
persons who can adopt : 
(1) A husband and wife together (one 
must be an adult). 
(2) An unmarried adult. 
(3) An unmarried father of the 
person to be adopted. 
(4) A married adult without the 
other spouse joining under certain 
specified conditions. 
Existing law also specifies that a 
petition to adopt be filed in the county 
where the petitioner resides, or in 
which the child was bom, has legal 
settlement, or has become a public 
charge. The bill specifies that the 
petition be filed in the probate court in 
the County in which the person to be 
adopted was bom or resides, or where 
the parent or agency having custody of 
the child is located. 
Sub. H.B. 156 revises that section of 
Ohio law relative to consent to adopt. 
The bill would dispense with consent: 
(1) 
Of a 
parent who, without 
justifiable cause, fails to maintain and 
support or communicate with a minor 
for at least 1 year immediately 
preceding the filing of the petition. 
(2) Of a punative father who has not 
filed a timely objection to the adoption 
or if he is found to have willfully 
abandoned the mother during her 
pregnancy. 
(3) Of a parent whose rights as a 
parent have been terminated by court 
order. 
(4) Of a parent who has given up his 
right to consent. 
(5) Of a legal guardian of an in­ 
competent parent or of the person to be 
adopted who fails to respond in writing 
to a request for consent or who is found 
by the court to be withholding consent 
unreasonably. 
(6) Of the spouse of the person to be 
adopted if the failure to consent is 
found by the court to be due to absence 
or other circumstances making it 
impossible or unreasonably difficult to 
obtain consent. 
(7) Of a foreign parent, guardian or 
other custodian if the person to be 
adopted has been released for adoption 
lawfully in that country.

A bill aimed at en d in g 
cred it 
discrimination in Ohio was v o ted out of 
the House Insurance, Utilities and 
Financial Institutions Committee on 
Thursday. The major intent of H.B. 151 
is to prohibit discrimination in all 
forms of credit transactions on the 
basis of race, color, religion, sex, 
marital status, national origin, or 
ancestry. The bill defines a number of 
specific unlawful discrim inatory 
practices in the credit process. A 
major provision included in H.B. 151, 
would make it unlawful discriminatory 
practice for a person in deciding 
whether to extend mortgage credit to a 
married couple or either spouse, to 
refuse to consider the combined in­ 
come of the spouses. 
H.B. 151 is expected to come before 
the full house for vote before the 
week’s end. 


A bill sponsored by Rep. Tom Fries 
(Dayton) to establish an Osteopathic 
College of Medicine at Ohio University 
was passed by the Senate, 24 to 6. The 
bill had met with House Approval 
earlier this year by a vote of 90 to 4. 
H.B. 229 now awaits the Governor’s 
signature.

Osteopathic 
physicians 
become 
general 
practioners 
and 
Ohio 
desparately needs family practice 
physicians, the establishment of the 
Osteopathic College of Medicine at 
Ohio University represents a major 
step towards ensuring family service 
health care in Ohio. 


This week marks the end of a busy 
seven months of legislative activity. 
The House and Senate will then be in 
recess until mid-September. 
Several legislative matters are 
expected to be acted on before the 
week’s end. Two bills, the Collective 
Bargaining Bill (S.B. 70) and the 
School Foundation Formula Bill (S.B. 
170) have priority on the agenda. The 
General Assembly hopes to iron out 
existing difficulties concerning both 
bills and send them to the floor for 
approval.

The 1971 repeal of the federal excise 
tax on cars and the devaluation of the 
dollar suddenly made American small 
cars cheaper, however, cutting the 
imports’ market share in half by 
October 1971. 
The latest import boom 
was 
triggered by the Mideast oil embargo 
in the fall of 1973. Fears of gasoline 
shortages produced a massive switch 
in buying habits as consumers traded 
for smaller cars. 
Fuel shortages and then 
the 
recession cut into all car sales, but 
imports fared better than domestic 
models, 
and 
increased 
their 
penetration of the U.S. market last 
year to a record 16 per cent. 
However, inflation abroad has 
pushed importers’ costs above those of 
U.S. makers, and foreign cars are now 
more expensive per pound than 
American autos. 
U.S. industry analysts say the trend

W illiamson’s ineptness or 
that good ole boy of past sea­ 
sons, Dandy Don Meredith, 
who now hangs his hat at 
NBC. 
Few talk about Frank 
Gifford because he’s the quiet 
man in ABC’s noisy booth. He 
does his job without fuss, 
expertly, with a good supply 
of low-key humor. He may 
never make it at the rate he’s 
going. 
In fact, the 44-year-old 
native of Los Angeles almost 
didn’t make it into sports- 
casting in the first place, 
having given serious con­ 
sideration to movie acting 
while still in college. 
Gifford, an All-American 
football star at the University 
of Southern California before 
joining the New York Giants, 
said he’d had small parts in a 
number of films while at USC. 
But after joining the Giants 
and achieving a certain 
amount of fame in Fun City, 
he started thinking seriously 
about sportscasting in 1957, 
while still a Giants regular. 
That year, he filled in on a 
local radio sports show for 
Phil Rizzuto, the ex-Yankee 
shortstop. He got the bug for 
the business, dropped the film 
idea and has been a sport- 
caster ever since. 
Ex-athletes who go into 
movies — like Williamson — 
don’t seem to get hassled by 
colleagues in their new line of 
work. It’s still a game. 
But ex-athletes who go into 
sportscasting 
occasionally 
are resented by sportscasters 
who’ve 
never 
been 
pro 
athletes. And Gifford admits 


he drew his share of resent­ 
ment when he started in 
broadcasting. 
“ And I think rightfully so,” 
he adds. “ They work all their 
lives at it, for maybe 15-20 
years, and then they finally 
get into what you might call 
the big time. 
“And it’s kind of tough for 
someone like that to work 
that hard and all of a sudden 
see a man come off the 
football field and sit alongside 
him, to jump all these steps. 
“ T hat’s 
an 
over-sim ­ 
plification, of course. But I 
think there are a lot of ex- 
ballplayers who deserve the 
criticism because they don’t 
really realize until they get 
into sportscasting for a 
couple of years that it isn’t 
something you can do part­ 
time.” 
The Gif said he considers 
himself lucky in that he was 
able to ease into sport­ 
scasting, starting with the 
radio 
show, 
then 
doing 
nightly sports reports on local 
TV news shows, then some 
network shots on CBS. 
“And before I got into it on 
a full-time basis, I had a 
pretty good backlog of ex­ 
perience,” he said. “This is 
not to say I was an ac­ 
complished professional at 
that time. 
“But at least I had the ex­ 
perience of working in front 
of a live camera. And ifs kind 
of startling when you don’t 
have it.”
